INTRODUCTORY REPORT, 


OFFICE OF THE GOVERNMENT STATIST, 


Melbourne, 1st November 1877. 
Sir, 
I have the honor, in continuation of the Australasian Statistics of the three 
previous years, to forward herewith similar tables for the year 1876. 


2. A summary of these statistics, containing figures for each of the four years, 
was given with the Victorian Year-Book, 1876-7, published on the gth ultimo. This 
summary was imperfect in regard to the colony of New Zealand, from which up to 
that time no direct return had been received ; also in regard to the colony of New 
South Wales, from the return furnished by which some important particulars were 
absent. Complete information having since been supplied by these colonies the 
missing figures have been added, and the document is republished at the commence- 
ment of this work in its amended form. 


3. Correspondence with several of the colonies was necessary before some of 
the returns supplied could be made strictly comparable with those of Victoria. 
Uniformity, however, has at length been established in nearly all cases. The few 
slight differences which still exist are fully explained in footnotes. 


4. It is much to be regretted that each year these statistics are so long 
delayed. The returns for Victoria are always ready some weeks before the end of 
the sixth month of the year, and if those of the other colonies were available at the 
same period the whole might easily be published by the 3oth June. The early 
diffusion of information, which so intimately concerns each colony of the group, could 
not fail to be beneficial to all. At present all are made sufferers owing to the 
tardiness or inadvertence of a few. 


5. Had full effect been given to the recommendations of the Statistical 
Conference, held in Tasmania in January 1875, each of the colonies would have 
been able to supply the desired particulars by the date named, for they would have 
collected and published them in the course of their ordinary returns. As a matter of 
fact, the recommendations referred to have been attended to but little or not at all in 
most of the colonies, and in none except Victoria have they been observed in their 
entirety. The consequence is that the important information herein published, 
simple as it is and essential, as it might be supposed to be, to the guidance of the 
Government and Legislature of the colony supplying it, has in most instances to be 
specially procured and compiled for these statistics—hence the delay. 


6. In the last as in the previous issue of the Victorian Year-Book the figures 
of the Australasian Statistics have been extensively quoted, in order to show the 


viii 
position of the respective colonies in regard to each of the matters on which those 
statistics supply information, and it is intended that similar quotations shall form 
portion of the contents of future Year-Books. It would therefore only involve 
repetition if a digest of the Australasian Statistics were to he made on the occasion 
of their publication in the present shape. 


7. With the exception of a slight change in the table of Electric Telegraphs, 
wherein the length of wire as well as that of line is for the first time shown, the 
tables now published are similar in form to those given in former issues of the 
Australasian Statistics.
